Lawyers, and Catch-Poles enjoy all the Immy. 
nities of infernal Citizens, betore they come tg 
be ſettled Inhabitants of the Tartarian Manſions, 
on Account that it is their Profe ſſion to do Mi. 
chief to all Mankind, and good to none; and 
it they ever happen accidentally, or by Miſtake 
to be guilty of the latter, they are ſure heartily 
to repent, and make a folid Purpoſe to avoid 
the like for the future. Now to give you on: 
Inſtance of the Practices of theſe Men, liſten u 
a Story I will tell you of a Lawyer.

terfeit his Father's Hand, ſo exactly, that there 
was no diſcerning between them. Nothing that 
was wicked came amiſs to him; and he was ſo 
bold at any thing of Miſchief, that no Man ever 
ſeem' d to have fo well deſerv d the Title of Vil- 
lain. His Parents would have bred him a Scho- 
lar, thinking to ſend bim to the Univerſity, in 
hopes he might become a Clergy- man; and 
therefore put him to the Latin School to pre- 
pare him for higher Studies; but he, inſtead of 
learning the. Latin Grammar, apply d himſelf to 
imbibe the Frauds of the Greeks, His early 
riſing, and late ſetting up at Night was only 
to contrive Miſchief, and lay Schemes for im- 
poling upon others; diſguiſing the Truth in 
ſuch ſtrange Shapes, that it retain'd not the 
leaſt Reſemblance ot it ſelf, and fo averſe to hear 
it naked, that nothing could terrify him more.

is now reckuned honourable. He who knows | 


no -Fraud not fit to keep Company. with the 
great ones, being contemn d by all Men, and 
look d upon as a Fool. The fineſt Gentleman 
takes a Pride in lying, glories in deceiving his 
Friend, and thinks it the greateſt Evidence of 
his Wit never to deal ſincerely. Eut why ſhould 
fl Mn 
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Men of Quality ſpeak the Truth? It is too mean 
tor them ; and only now befitting low contemp- 
tible Wretches, who making a Conſcience of 
what they. ſay, or do, never riſe above their 
Miſery ; who will be great and fortunate, muſt 
never offer at Plain-Dealing. In an Age, when 
Falſehood is its own Recommendation, our Youth 
was excellently qualify'd, and fit for any Com- 
pany, or Buſineſs ; for, tho* he had ſeveral De- 
tigns in Hand, he manag d each apart fo dexte- 
routly, as it it were the only Object of his 
Thoughts. 

In fine, urgent Buſineſs call'd him away to 
Madrid to follow a Law Sute his Father was in- 
gag'd in, about ſome Affair of Value. The 
old Man thought his Son moſt fit to attend his 
Caule, as being ſo well skill'd in Tricking and 
Deceir, He diſmiſs'd him at the Age, when 
ihe Beard firſt begins to. write Man upon the 
Face; and he proteſted he would omit no Wiles 
or Arts that might promote the Buſineſs he was 
invuſted with.

Hard to pleaſe us; then what Quarter can ſuch 
light Carriage expect from us? Do not flatter 
yourſelves Ladies, for unleſs you tye up our 
Tongaes by living regularly, it is certain we 
ſhall all of us find Fault. I know you are — 
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dy with chis Anſwer. Why, what Harm is there 
in talking? But pray tell me, why do you en- 
groſs all the Talk to yourſelves, without leaving 
Room to your Elders to thruſt in a Word? 
Would you know what Harm there is in Talk- 
ing. Much Talk produces Familiarity, and Fa- 
miliarity occaſions all the reſt, Wietched Age, 
miſerable Tinies, when Virtue is ſo little regard- 
ed, when wicked Daughters learn of wicked 
Mothers, and when vicious Men leave no Crime 
unattempted. Can there be a greater Abſurdity, 
than that Men ſhould enjoyn Women to be 
Chaſte, and place the Honor of both in their 
Modeſty, and that they ar the ſame Time ſhould 
tempt and urge them to do the ſame Thing they 
have forbid them. Either forbear alluring them, 
or elſe change your Notion and ſet them free; 
otherwiſe you make Way to your own Diſho- 
nour, and are the Contrivers of your Infamy. 
Was it ever known, that a Sovereign ſet forth 
a Proclamation, and that he himſelt by Dint of 
Intreaties and coſtly Preſents, induc'd his Sub- 
jects to tranſgreſs it; when at the ſame Time 
the Obſervation of it redounds to his Honor;

to them. Such an one was the Gen le man we 
dare talking of, who paid dear and enjoy'd lit- 
it WF tle, he toil'd continually, and had his Labour 
for his Pains. When he had undergone long 
oil and Fatigue, the Giplic: left him in the 
Lurch, and yet he never! toc k Warning by it. 
a © There hapned to be great Re<jnycings at Madrid, 
e upon the Birth of the Prince of Aſturias, Peo- 
t ple reforted to the Feſtival from all Parts of 
- B Spain, and particularly from the Cities of Sevil 
and Granada, and among them our youthful 
Don Franciſco, who, as has been obſerv'd, was 
e of fo boyiſh a Temper, that he would have 
r EF travelPd much farther upon a more trivial Mo- 
„tive. He came to Madrid with a Deſign, to 
leave the Place again as ſoon as the. publick Re- 
joycings were over; his Purſe being then too 
light to bear all the Expences, Men who pre-

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ject to give up his Heart to every Female, his 
Reaſon could not prevail above his Appetite, 
which led bim where it would. He courted 
one, gallanted another, and engag'd in ſo many 
Intrigues, that there was no breaking looſe, for 
no ſooner was he diſcarded in one Place, than 
he was plung d over Head and Ears in another. 
Among the reſt of his Adventures, one ſeem'd 
to be particularly deſign'd by Heaven for re- 
claiming. of him, as it afterwards appear'd.
